The theatre is one of the most fascin- 
ating and uncertain of all businesses. 
Cape Cod’s summer theatres are finan- 
cial as well as artistic adventures, for 
the backers never know at the start 
what the balance sheet will show at the 
end. This is by no means an attempt 
to paint the summer theatres as com- 
mercial enterprises. It is rather a pic- 
ture of them in the fuller sense, one that 
confronts the producers constantly. 


To produce plays that draw large, well- 
paying crowds, the summer theatres 
must spend money. How much money? 
And where? For what? For talent or 
scenery or high-royalty plays or big 
names? Or for all of these? 

The Broadway producer gambles a 
fortune on one show. Charlie Chaplin 
would put every cent he had into one 
movie. Often he came out with a cou- 
ple of million. The smallest amateur 
show has its expenses and the group giv- 
ing the play must be careful, too, that it 
doesn’t spend too much. Hundreds of 
little theatres throughout the country
